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ORIGIN OF THE FIRE. 


The best and most plausible theory 
seemed to be, as Secretarv Schurz has 
been informed, that the fire originated 
in these dry planks that run around 
the building over the eaves-troughs. 
In some places the chimneys do not 
rise above these planks more than a 
foot and a half. During this cool 
weather, when fires are first started in 
autumn, there is slways danger from 
sparks, as is well known. Sparks thus 
falling on these planks set fire to them, 
and before the tlames could be extin-~ 
yuished had melted the t'n rooting inte 
a white heat, and this stream of boiling 
metal ignited the rafters just below 
them; and here is illustrated another 
architectural fraud on the government. 
The contract tor uhis new part, which 
was completed about 15867, stipulated 
that the roofand girders shoula be of 
iron, but the fact now comes out that 
the rafters and girders and joisis were 
all of wood. Mr. Schurz, in contempla- 
ting the ruins of his patent oflice, 
branded the contract as an outrageous 
fraud which should be investigated 
and punished. Herein ties the myste 
ry of a tire descending through the 
roof ot as>lid marble structure, and 
cating down through a sapposedly fire- 
proot ftloor—another homily on the 
construction of public buildings. 

In fifteen minutes after the smoke 
was discovered the roof of the west 
wing was in flames, spreading rapidly 
first south and then north, according 
tothe direction of tne wind, which 
vrew stronger each moment. The 
scene in the department soon became 
one of the wildest confusion. 

THE DESTRUCTION. 

The fire gutted out a right angled 
channel between the upper walls on the 
west and north sides of the quadrangle. 
These wa'!!s had been so well construct- 
ed that thev stood the test of the con-~ 
flagration and are now as perfect and 
symmetrical as ever. The building as 
it remains does not, therefore, present 
the appearance of aruin. The beau- 
tiful White walls are almost unsmirch- 
ed and every lintel and stone in its 
place from base to eaves. The sky cap 
be seen through the upper tier of 
windows, but these windows retain 
their shape and beauty. Were it not for 
the smouldering of the charred mass 
inside, which is sending up steam and 
smoke, the edifice might be taken as 
simply unfinished in its third story. 

The lower stories, comprising the 
main balls, where are located the othces 
of S cretary Schurz and the heads of 
bureaus, and the basement, which is 
nearly level with the street, are fire- 
proof cascmates, to which the flames 
tried in vain to burrow, and are dam- 
aged only by the streams of water which 
»vertlowed into them_by'the stairways, 
chimneys and widows. 

W ben the fire was raging in the wes~ 
tern wing it was propoicd to blow up 
the roof at the northern and southern 
por.icoes to stop its further progress, 
but the absence of the proper military 
force to conduct so violent a remedial 
measure induced its immediate renun- 
ciation. Had the plan been practicable 
it would have confined the fire to the 
western corridor or gallery and saved 
the thousands of models and other 
property which fell a prey to the 
flames. 

The loss does not seem to be so great 
as was apprehended. Out of 152,000 
models contained in the medel room 
about 100 000 were destroyed. All ol 
these were valuab'e. Those not of in- 
trinsic worth as entering into patent 
litigation were valuable as curiosities. 
The rejected models,numbering 20,000, 
were entirely destroyed. They pos- 
sessed yalue simply as curiosities. Of 
the models destroy: d the classes were 
of harvesters, agricultural implements 
of all descriptions, and all relating to 
railroads, hydrauiics and pneumatics 
of every kind and description, and sev- 
eral other minor classes,including many 
mo.els of considerable importance. All 
models in the fine arts and lines of 
building, hardware, printing and sew-~ 
ing machines—including the original 
Howe sewing machine—were saved. 
The onginal model ofthe cotton gin, 
which first made the cotton product a 
profitable agricultural industry, was 
destroyed. It was the conception of 
the venius of Eli Whitney,a Yankee 
school master, who went to Georzia to 
teach school The value ci the proper- 
ty destroyed in the abstract will aggre- 
yate about $1,500,000; but as a large 
class of the medels cannot or will. not 
be replaced, the actual Joss will proba» 
bly not reach over $500,000 or $900,000. 
The patent oflice has io its. credit with 
the treasury ot the United States, over 
and above its earning3,asum sufficient 
to meet this expenditure; but it cannot 
be used without an appropriation by 
congress. About, say ten percent of the 
models destroyed were valuable aa evi- 
dence in patent cases, ranging from $50 
to $100, according to the significance of 
the case in which they would form an 
essential feature of evidence. 
Some few cl these may = and 
will be produced by the depart~ 
ment, these drawings are sufliciently 
complete to admit of it. The very-fact 
of the loss of these models will give 
rise to endless litigations, and where 
they would become valuable is in de» 
termining cliims toimprovement in im- 
portant inventions, which will be made 
and litigated simply because the mode's 
are lost, and thusa very vital piece ol 
evidence destroyed. It stiiould be borne 
in mind, however, that the loss of a 
model does not, in any way, affect the 
tights cf the patentee, and is really no 
evidence of the validity of the patent 
gut this destruction is vamaging for the 
reasons above stated. It will take 
about fliteen dollars a piece in cost to 
replece the burned modeis. The only 
way Ww replace them is by the govern- 
ment, from drawings and sp. cilicatioas 
which have been saved. Otherwise 
the government, if it left the matters 


| to inventors, would be imposed upon 


by having improvements added to an 


cessive hands, though with how much 
blame to each party cannot be ascer- 
tained, yet the appropriations which 
provided for iron fire-proof 
finish were squandered, and 
Clark is koown to have recom- 
mended the wooden tinder-box that 
went to ruin to-day on the ground that 
there was not money enough for iron 
finish. It is beyond all doubt that had 
the building been constructed accord- 
ing to the original plans the flames 
would never have reached below the 
roof, for it was an easy matter to con- 
fine them when they struck the old 
portion. This matter will be rigidly 
investigated. and if the responsibility 
can be fixed on Mr. Clark he will be 
made to suffer. 

The new portions are of Maryla. d 
marble on the street extensions and 
granite on the interior quadrangle. 
The building contains about 101 rooms 
and cost $2,700,000. Four hails on the 
second floor compress the whole extent 
of the vast building, and tave on exhi- 
bition the model of every patent issued 
since 1836. In December, 1836, a fire 
consumed the building then vecupied 
by the patent office, situated where the 
general postottice now stands. The 
models accumulated during forty~six 
years were all destroyed. The patents 
to thit date numbered 10301. From 
July 4, 1836, ro July 4, 1876, there were 
issued 179 G38 patents. 

THE PREVIOUS BURNING. 

The National Intelligencer of Dec. 
16, 1836, thus speaks of the former 
burning of the pateut office: “This 
calamity, great as it is, has long been 
feared bv those oli residents ol 
Washington who knew the combusti- 
ble nature of the building, the tloors 
being of wood, and some of them not 
even countersealed, and the custom of 
Storing fuel, not only coal but w od, 
in the vaults underneath the first floor. 
The calamity has come at last, and af- 
fords a second demonstration within 
four years of the utter absurdity and 
improvidence of the structure for which 
public archives, records, and ygovern- 
ment accounts have been hitherto for 
the most part confined. The means ot 
the city for extinguishing fires are 
wholly inadeqnate to the value of 

THE PKOPERTY AT STAKE, 

and the sources tor the supply of water 
for engines are limited in their extent 
as well as precarious. We trust that 
the lesson we have just received wil! 
not be lost on those who have it in their 
power to apply the remedy. Of all the 
losses of papers:and proporty sustained 
by this disaster, that which is most to 
be regretted, because irreparable, is 
that of the whole of the great reposito- 
ry of-models and machines in the 
patent office. The molding ashes now 
only remain of that collected evidence 
of the penetration, ingenuity and en- 
te: prise which peculiag.y distinguished 
the descendants of Lurope in the wes- 
tern world.”

THAT OCCASION 


in the morning, the few clerks who 
were available for assistance were par- 
alyzed with fear, and consequent al- 
most nothing could be done to save 
property. After the flames were dis- 
covered, it was half an hour before the 
alarm could be sounded. At that time 
the patent office was situated on FE 
street, between Seventh and Eighth. 
The New York Courier and Enquirer, 
of December 17, 1836, said that one en- 
vine arrived on the ground and made 
a feeble effort to play, but there was no 
sympathy in the crowd, all of whom 
stood looking on with a feeling appa~ 
rently akin to gratification. On the 
day after the fire Senator Robinson 
moved that the committee on postoftice 
and post roads be empowered to inves~ 
tigate the cause of the disaster. Inthe 
house Mr. Conner offered a resolution 
to inquire what loss had been sustain- 
ed by the government and what legis- 
lation, if any, was rendered necessary 
by the. fire.

WASHINGTON, MONRORB, JACKSON 
AND HAYES. | 


How They Came and What They Did 
—“ewid Hickory” Comes Incox. on 
Private Business—Interesting Facts 
in Our History. 


When Dr. Miller was extending to 
President Hayes. at Chattanooga, an in'vitation 
to visit Atlania, he stated that only one presi- 
dent of the United States while in oftice had 
ever visited Georgia. Judge Jackson, at the 
presidential banquet, repeated thé state- 
ment, and it has been published ‘ar and 


wide. 
it appears that the statement is an error, and 
that, in truth, Georgia bas been honored by the 
presence withiu her borders of four presidents 
of the United States, in office at the time, as weil 
ax having been visited by several after the expl- 
ration of their terms. 


WASHINGTON’S VISIC 


was madein April, 1791 He left Wathington 
upon a mere tour of Observation among; tue peo- 
ple of the Carolinas and Georgia, and came as 
faras Augustaand Savannah. Himeel!’ and at- 
tendanis left Washington City in private con- 
veyances, and made the trip of eight hundred 
and eig!ty~seven miles in this manner With but 
ope set of horees. 

The details of the receptions given to the great 
president are not preserved but it mry be 
fairly presumed that they were splendia affairs. 
Ax Dr. Miller stated, the house in waich Wash 
ington lodged ip Savannah is still poifited out 
with aduoiration. It ts stated in the various 
‘lives’ of Washineton t at he was greatly 
pleased with the resu ts of his tour andenjoyed 
it very much jpdk ed : : 

MONROE'S VISIT. 

In 1810 President Monroe, acc nnpanied by 
Secretary Johu © Calhoun Major Genera 
Giajines and other distineuished atteudant, made 
a visit to Georgia They went to S#Vaunah 
where they hada grand ovetion = A platiorm in 
the shape of a cross, spleudioly d: corated, was 
erected in front of the Pulaski house, ad from 
it the president and others addressel a great 
multitude of people. A banquet was also given 
them. which was a royal affair The Atheus 
(veorgian bas gathered up some iuterestit g facts 
eoneerning the visit, and from them we learn : 

There are gentlemen still living apong us 
who received and welcomed Mr Monroe whet 
he visited*the st+te. This was in the year 5 9 
a period known in the bistory of the United 
States as ‘the era of goo) feeling ”’ 

Major General Gaines during President Mon- 
1oe’s Visit to Sav-nnah, at the banquet in hon- 
or of the president, prop sed the voadt: “The 
memory of Jackson, Tatmall and Telfair the 
choice, the pride and ornamentof Georgia ” 
The Jackson alluded to was Gov Jackson. the 
grandfather of Judge James Jackson, now of 
the supreme vencao of Georgia and the presi 
ding genti¢man atthe recent banquet given in 
honor of Presideut Hayes, in this city. ; 

At the Monroe banquet, also, Secbtary of 
War John C Calhoun, proposed the fcliowing: 
‘The freedom of the Press and the responsi 
bility of Public Agents—the sure foundation 
of the voble fabric of American liberty.”’ 

President Monroe was also entertdAined at 
‘ugustaand two deys at Athetis, where a verv 
memorable reception was tendered to him by 
the people 

Dr. Henry Hull, Mr. John R. Golding and 
Judge Charles Dougherty were of the committee 
of reception, when Preside:.t Monroe’ was en- 
tertained in Athens. and Mr. John K Golding 
having been appo nte i to take the United S ates 
census during the administration of President 
Monroe, developed a remarkable memory, when 
as master of cer monics, he introduc-d prompts 
ly by name, every citizen in north Geolgia who 
was present to the president and his attendants. 

“OLD HICKORY'S’’ TRIP. 

Judge Junius Hillyer gave us yestetday the 
information, as he learned it years agu in that 
section, concerning a trip to Georgia snade by 
President Jackson, while in offic. The best 
ascertainable account is as follows: 

Presiden Jackson was taking a vacation, in the 
intervals cof congress,at his home. the Hermitage 
near Nashville, Tennessee He had an import~ 
ant case pending in the state Courts and it Was 
very necessary that he should have the dep si- 
tion of an uncle of his, naned Allison, living 
in the upper edge of Greene county ‘in this 
stitute. Mr Allison was a well-to-do mat in that 
county. “Old Hic ory’’ was a man of Cusinese 
emphaticaliy. and doubtiers thinking that the 
best way tu get what he wanted wasto go alter 
it himself, he took his own 
conveyance and attendants and 
was driven all the way toGreenecou.tty He 
t ave'ed incog , and secured the objec's of his 
trip. About the time tha’ he was jeaving the 
county it was ascertained who he was anda 
mi vement set on foot to make him the hero of a 
public demoustration, but he quietly packed up 
and put out for home, thereby dodging ‘the in- 
tended parade and hurrah. His visit was 
purely private, and in his own personal inter 
est. It is yet remembered by the older titizens. 

A LUDICROUS CONTRETEMPS, 


Judge Hillyer rehearsed a lud crouss'ory that 
the lamented Bob Martin, the first cle: k of the 
supreme court and a gentleman (f famous social 
qualities, used to tell upon himself as connect- 
ed with this visit of Presi lent Jackson 

Martii’s sccouut was that he had stopped at 
Aliison’s honse While Old Hickory wes there, 
He noticed the elderly stranger but «id pot 
make it his immediate business to find out who 
hewas He had the appearance of a well-to-do 
country farmer from somewhere 

Allisonaud Martin immediately got, into a 
political wrangle, the former being a strong 
democrat and the ‘att'ran equally prduouced 
whig. At ihe mention of Jackson’s adminis 
tration Martin turned loose the vials of hs 
wrath uponcthe bead of Jackson and abu ed 
that personage fearfully. When he had about 
exheusted his stock of epithets, Allison iutra 
dneed Jackson to Martin. Bob said his kne-s 
shook like Belshazzar's and he expected J. ck 
gon be'ng a figiuting man, to challenge: him to 
mort] combat at sunrise, 

th y did not quarrel, however, and Martin 
declared to the day of his death that he always 
felt grateful to “O!:d Hickory’’ for not: killing 
him on the spot 

PRESIDENT HAY FS 
was the fourth president in office to visit Geor- 
gia The details of his sojourn need not be re- 
peated. 

Kx-Presidents Polk and Fillmore both visited

Interestin,. Facts for Those Having 
Basiness With the Department. 
Reported for the Constitution. 
The thousands of inyentors whose 
applications for patents are pending bef re the 
United States patent office are dcubtiess in a 
state of suspense as to the condition of their 
cas(s, and desirous of knowing the actual 
damege resu!ting from the fire. 
Your correspondent has made a very carefu! 
examination of the various rooms this morning, 
and isgiad to be able to say that the i juries 
will not, after twoor three days, interfere with 
the transaction of new busivess, in its regular 
order before this bureau. 
Thee will doubtless be delays in attending to 
pending cases, and in some iu ‘anc 8 the inv n- 
tors will in all probability h»ve to furn’sh new 
papers, a8 among the thousands which were 
moved yesterd .y, some were undoubtedly lost. 
While the fire was at its hight and when it 
seemed as if the entire con ents of the building 
wou.d suffer, many officers directed the remo- 
val of the more important papers, which were 
carried in baskets, cloths and otherwise many 
dropping by the way and being ampled under 
foo.amo rg the water and debris on the floors 
aud stairs, 
In atiempting to restore the returned docu- 
meuts, many will doubtless be misilaia 
nud only recovered by thorough 
search Other matter has been  seriou-ly 
i: jured by water, which, in most respects, has 
proved more disastrous than the fir.>.
